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1. At the meeting of the SED Vorstand in Berlin 4-5 May, a Lew Party 
line was laid down substentially as follows: 


"The new conciliatory attitude taken by the USA and the USSR 
is the point of denarture for all future nolitical develon- 
ments," (It was emphasized that this should not be taken to 
mean eny change in basic Communist doctrine.) "The chief 
problem of the SFR now as beforg is the establishment of a 
united Germany. ring 1946 and 1947, the SED tried without 
gsuecess to gain the suvport of the workers in Western Germany 
so as to be able to establish a Communist Germany. After 
this feilure the SED orgenized the Volksrat to vursue the 
same cbjective. Nov the SED has reached the conclusion that 
all Gernsn efforts are doomed to feilure because of the 
onrociticn of the Western Allies. at this critical junctvre, 
the USSR has seized the initistive and resolved to establish 
German unity through internationel negotiations. The USSR 
has made the problem of Germen unity its own and is vrenared 
to make any sacrifice to achieve it." 


2. Grotewohl vointed out that, "the Russien willingness to lift the 
blockade and make other ecncessicns will be intervréted as signs 
of weakness. It must be emrhasized that, on the coritrary, this 
new volicy is the reflection of Russian strength and desire for 
peace. The West German state will plsey no role at the Conference 
of Foreign Ministers. If an agreement is reached at Paris, the 
USSR wil] be able to narade before Germans as the chamnion of a 
strong Gerneny. ‘There is no reason to fear that dcubts as to the 
honesty of the Russians will prevent acceptance cf their nroposgals. 
svents end statenents, even those of the recent nast, will be 
forgotten in the general longing for unity end neace." 


3. The SMA kas instructed the SED to abandon the motto "National 
Resistence", in fevor of "National Front". The emphasis in vrona~ 
ganda is to be on unity rather then on attacks on Bonn and the West 
German state. "The latter are unimvortant for the USSR will vresent 
pronosels at the CFM that the other nations cannot refuse." 
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
